Achievement in the Basics 

Many measures are used to gauge student achievement. The North Scott Community School District uses the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills (ITBS) at grades 
1-8 and Iowa Tests of Educational Development (ITED) at grades 9 and 11 as an accountability and improvement measure at the district level. For 
accountability to.the North Scott community, achievement results are reported in reading and math at grades 4,8, and 11 and in science in grades 8 and_1l. 
Results are reported by building, student demographics, and other characteristics. 


Achievement-levels-are used to report-results on the ITBS-and ITED assessments and-are based-on national-percentile-scores.-In the-low performance level, 
students score below acceptable levels of performance (from 1-40%); in the intermediate performance level, students score at acceptable levels of 


performance (from 41-89%); and in the high performance level, students score far above acceptable levels of performance (from 91-99%). Students are 
considered proficient if they score in the intermediate and high levels: 


Testing experts stress that achievement data is best used to identify areas of strength and weakness for individual students and classes, and to measure 
growth. Because of the way tests are designed, and demographic factors that influence results, standardized test scores alone are not A reliable method for

Reading is an essential skill all students require for success. The North Scott Community School District strives to ensure that all students learn to read 
well and that they make progress annually toward this end. 


Examples of efforts to support reading achievement include: 
Staff development to support teachers in teaching reading. 
Three weeks Summer Reading Clinic for grades K-3 to provide additional instruction for students reading below grade level. 
Investments in quality fiction and nonfiction literature for classrooms and school Sibraries. 
Reduced class sizes in grades K-3.

Progress Toward Annual Reading Goal 1.2 

The district assessed all 11th grade students for the first time this year using the Work Keys "Reading for Information” assessment. For the 2000-01 
school year 59% of 173 junior students scored a5 or higher on the assessment. This provided bascline data for the district to continue working on this 
soal for the following school year. In addition all 7-12 grade teachers took one of the Work Keys assessment as part of a staff development session so 
they would have an understanding of the nature and content of the assessments.

At grades 4, 8, and 11 two year averages indicate that fewer North Scott students perform in the low achievement level compared to other 
students in Iowa. 

At grades 4, 8, and 11 North Scott students scored at comparable or higher levels in the high achievement level compared to other students in 
Iowa.

Although the district tracks achievement of all of our students, 
we only report data on subgroups when the numbers in those groups are large enough to maintain confidentiality.

Proficiency in technology is a basic skill for students in the 21st century. The North Scott School district’s technology plan ensures that students will 


have the skills for success. 


Integrating technology into the curriculum is a major project that requires hardware, software, technical support and professional development. The North 
Scott School district’s Technology Plan, adopted in 1996, provides the plan and resources to build the district’s technology toolkit. 


During the 2000-2001 school year district technology standards and benchmarks were developed that will provide a structure and alignment of student 
use of technology and it’s integration into the curriculum. Additionally the district has developed a list of minimum technology. skills for all staff. 
Technology staff development will be provided during the 2001-2002 school year. 


During the 2000-2001 school year several computer labs were added to the junior high and high-school buildings, particularly in the science classrooms. 
These computer labs play an integral part in the integration of science software programs with the scientific inquiry skills. 


Several elementary schools have investigated the use of computer programs to assist teachers with the assessment of reading skills. The STAR computer 
reading assessment program will be available for teachers to use with students at each elementary building during the 2001-2002 school year.
